“Such a selection of batching eggs j 
enables one to improve the quality of 
I ho eggs his flock will lay the follow- j 
ing year,” says J. C. Taylor, poultry 
extension specialist of the P onnsyl-1 
vnnia State College, 
in

“The average 
size of a hen’s egg is 2.27 inches long 
and 1.72 inches in diameter where the; 
circumference is greatest. 
It weighs 
about two ounces. 
The color of the 
egg varies considerably, especially in i 
brown eggs. 
W hite eggs for incu­ 
bation should be chalk 
white, 
and 
brown eggs should be selected for uni­ 
form color.” 
While it is necessary to keep eggs 
for hatching to secure enough to fill 
the incubator, ten days to two weeks 
is the lim it for holding, Taylor de­ 
clares. 
Experiments have shown that 
the longer eggs are held, the lower 
the hatching percentage. 
“The tem perature at 
which 
eggs 
start incubation is between 68 and 70 
degrees Fahrenheit,” he says. “There- 
fore in holding eggs the temperature 
must be lower than 68 degrees in 
order to prevent development. 
Be­ 
tween 65 and 65 degrees seems to be 
satisfactory. 
A cool, well ventilated 
cellar will doubtless furnish the best 
conditions.” 
Where eggs are held for hatching 
it is necessary to turn th'*m at least 
once a day, Taylor explains.

prevents the germ spot from sticking 
to the shell.
